the stone proved hy actual test to be uncom- 
monly rich, hut tho quantity of amalgam which i 
had accumulated in the ripples of the machine 
before the cf usliing had been haircomplctcd was 
such «as to encourage the sanguine hopes enter- 
tained as to the final result. The time occupied in 
crushing, from first to last, was eight \veeks, dur- 
ing wdiich period many stojipagea occurred fi'om 
want of siiflicieut water. No portion of the 
amalgam was ■ removed from the stamper-boxes 
or ripp-es until the entire crushing was liaislted ; 
and as the machine was not in any way pro- 
tected during the intervals of working, it is be- 
lieved that a considerablo quantity of ainalgaui 
was stolen, V lb is of no u*e crying over spilt 
milk,” hut there can be uo tlonbt that the heavy ! 
loss the I’olleeu Rawn f'onipany has sustained is ^ 
the result of gross negligence iu some quarter. 

A heavy shower of rain is sncli an tin- ; 
frequent ocourrcnce here that it may almost he 
called a jdieuomenou. Wo had a pheuomenon 
of this description on Sunday night : it lasted 
for two or three hours, and w'as universally ap- 
preciated. 

The John Bull Coinpuny had a very 
satisfactory cleaiiing-up last Weiliiesday, at the 
Nil Desper.inilum Co.^s hattcry. The quantity 
of stone crushed w-^as .about 59 tons, and the 
yield of retorted gold 49o2S. , — showing an 
average return of 19.^ dwts. per ton, 

Wc feel ri jdcusnvc in directing attention 
to the fact that Mr J. P. Armstrong, the well- 
known dentist, has taken up his temporary 
abode in Cromwell wiUi the view of practising 
his profession.

Ann Box, licensee of the VictorU Junction 
Hotel, was charged on the informUion of Ser- 
geant Ciissela with knowingly permitting pros* 
titiition to be carried on in her house on the 
^^ight of Wednesday, the I9th inst, 

Mr Wilson, for the defendant, pleaded not 
guilty. I 

Sergeant Cassela conducted the prosecution, i 
He first called 

Jessie Holt, a young girl of sixteen .years of 
age, whose demeanour in Court indicated unmis- 
takeably the class to which she belonged. ■ The 
vpifciiess admitted having had “ a hit of a hrk,” 
ifi the dining-room with a man named Thomas 
Trevater, hut denied any further impropriety. 
Witness left the Industrial School in December 
hst, after being five years an inmate. She came 
to Cromwell under engagement as a domestic 
servant, and after remaiuing three da^a in one 
situation, and a week in another, she entered 
the service <if defendant, her present mistress. 
In reply to a question by Sergt. Cassela, witness 
ml that a man named Chapman slept with Mrs 
Hoss for a night ; but witness did not think Mrs 
Box knew of it iit the time. 

Sergeant Cassels, sworn, stated : Mrs Oohs, 
vhile ill the lock-up. told me that Mrs Box kept 
a very bad house, and said that on the previous 
Wnesday night she allowed a man to isleep 
with Jessie Holt without taking any notice of it. 

I went to Ml'S Box autl mentioned the matter, 
and she denie I all knowledge of it. MrsOos.s, 
Tpho was in my custody at the time, then .said, 
*‘llere‘s the young woman, (alluding to Jessie 
Knit), and if she tells the tiuth she won’t deny 
it.” 1 asked the young woman if what Mrs 
Ofisa had stated was true, an I she said yes. 1 
afterwards reconiinended ^liss Holt to leave the 
town, telling her that if she did not do so I 
^oidd arrest her as a vagrant. I have known 
Box for several years, and she certainly 
keeps a very disorderly house. 

Cross-examined ; Mrs Box, when .asked in pre- 
sence of Mrs Goss if the statement m<ade by the 
litter was true, made uo reply. 

Constable M ‘Donald stated that when he 
to Mrs Bo.x’s to serve the summons in the 
present case, Jessie Holt told him the place w'.as 
Qnlhing better than a broiheh 
The Bench were satisfied there was sufficient

It is proposed to raise sixpence per 
member of each Inc-al Association. 

You will be pleased to l.iv the above ques- 
tions before your Committee for discussion, and 
commmiioate result as sonn as possible. — Yours

Mr Smytliiea stated that as the existing 
Committee- was only an interim one, he had,- 
with several other memhers, thonglit it host 
to convene a gener,al meeting. He was aware 
of the fact that several other branch associa- 
tions were about to discuss the questions 
mentioned in the letter, and it was only right 
that all the members of the Cromwell Asso- 
ciation should be afforded an opportunity of 
expressing their views upon so important a 
subject as the proposal to vest the entire ad- 
ministration of tho gold-fields in the liands 
of the ColonLal Government. He (Mr Siiiy- 
tliies) took the opportunity to mention tn the 
mpibers that lie considered he liad not been 
f.airly treated by certain members of tlie .As- 
sochation. He understood that an indepen- 
dent .association had been formed .at Bannock- 
burn, but in liis capacity as secretary he had 
received no communication whatever on tlie 
matter. Considering tliat tlie Bannockburn 
branch had been organised by members of 
this Association ; and considering, moreover, 
that Mr Crombie had been sent to tlie Con- 
ference as the representative of the whole dis- 
trict ; he could not hut regard that gentle- 
man’s conduct .as a slight upon himself (Mr 
Smythies), as well as upon the Croniweli Dis- 
trict A-ssociation. He therefore begged to 
resign his position as secretary. 

The Chairman tliought that some hl.amc 
w.as attachable to certain members for start- 
ing an association at Bannockburn without in 
any w.ay consulting tlie inenibcrs of tliis one ; 
but he failed to see wliy Mr Smythies should 
regard the conduct of those persons .as 
a personal slight. Ho (the Chairman) con- 
sidered the establishment of tho Bannockburn 
association as a decided mistake. 

Mr Marsh looked upon Mr Crombie’s con- 
duct as a slight upon the .association, .and not 
upon the secret, ary individually. He would 
suggest to Mr Smythies that the present was 
hardly the proper time to tender liis resigna- 
tion. 

Messrs Colclongh, T.aylor, and otlicrs cx- 
]iressed disapproval of Mr Crombie's belia- 
vioiir toivards the association wliiuh hud 
elected him .a,s delegate to the late Conference. 
It was .agreed on .all hands th it the delegate, 
after his return from Tmapeka, ought to have 
c.allcd a meeting at Cromwell, or .at least 
have reported himself to tlie secretary of the 
assocLatlon. 

Tite Chairman suggested the .appointment of 
a periii.anent comniittce before entering upon 
consideration of the questions propounded 
by tho Central Committee. 

It w.as decided, however, to discuss the 
questions first, and to elect the committee 
afterwards. 

The Ch.airman, and Messrs M.avsh, Cnl- 
cloiigh, and Jolly thought it would be bad 
policy to advocate the liaiuling over of the 
gold-fields adiiiini.sti-ation to the Colonial Go- 
vernment. Tho people of this district had 
witnessed in connection with the matter of 
obtaining a loan of public money to aid the 
Garrick Water Scheme, a sample of what 
might he expected .at the h.ands of the Colo- 
nial Executive. Instead of showing a desire 



to eneourago enterprise in the matter of aug- 
menting water-supply on the gold-fields, the 
Colonial Government had given abundant 
proof of a contrary disposition. 

Mr Smythies was enabled to say, from per- 
sonal knowledge, th.at the Provincial Govern- 
ment had shown a far creator amount of in- 
terest in the Oarriok \Vater Scheme than had 
ever boon evinced by the General Ooveni- 
ment. The present Provincial Exeentivb 
had given substantial proofs of tbeir desire 
to do all they possibly could for the benefit 
of the whole mining interest. It would he 
far the better plan for the gold-fields to re- 
main under the present mode of administra- 
tion, because the members of the Provincial 
Government are directly responsible to the 
people of the Province, which of course, is 
not tli0 case with the members of the Colo- 
nial Government. (Hear, hear.) 

The following motion, proposed by Mr 
Jolly and seconded by Mr I. Wright, was 
then put to the meeting and carried unani- 
mously .- — 

Th,at, under existing circumstances, it i‘« not 
advisable to recommend the General Government 
to assume the administraiion of the Otago Gold- 
fields : this Association being of opinion that 
sueh administration oan be more efficiently and 
satisfactorily conducted by the Proviiiciai than 
by the Geneml Gevermnent. 

Mr Taylor expressed his hearty concur- 
rence with tho spirit of the resolution. 

As to the question of recommending the 
Gener.al Government to appoint a Minister 
of Mines, there was a diversity of opinion. 
Messrs Colclongh and Smythies thought the 
creation of such an office would be beneficial 
to the interests of the gold-fields ; while 
Messrs Taylor, Marsh, and others enter- 
tained a contrary opinion. 

Mr Smythies moved, and Mr Colclongh 
seconded, a motion affirming the desirability 
of having a Minister of Mines. 

An amendment w.as moved by Mr Marsh 
and seconded by Mr Wright, expressing dis- 
approval of any such appointment under 
present circumstances. 

On being put to the meeting the motion 
was declared lost and the amendment carried. 
Only three voted for the motion. 

In reference to the suggestion as to adopt- 
ing the Morning Star as a “ common medium 
of communication,’’ the meeting unani- 
mously agreed to leave the matter open. 

A motion expressing concurrence in the 
proposal to r.aise a permanent fund to defray 
expenses incurred by the Central Committe, 
was agreed to. 

Eixoirox OP coMjfiirEE. 

On the motion of Mr Alarsh, seconded by 
Mr W riglit, it was d ecided to elect a commit- 
tee of eighteen, including president, secre- 
tary; and treasurer : five to constitute a 
quorum. 

The following gentlemen were chosen to 
act as meinhers of committee, viz. ; — Messrs 
John Hayes, D. A. .Tolly, John Towan, T. 
Log.an, James Strahan, Andrew Woods, 0. 
Colclongh, J. Marsh, H. W. Smythies, ,T. 
Taylor, M. Fraer ; R. Thomas, Cornishtown ; 
G. B. Douglas, Bendigo ; J. Arkell, Five- 
mile Creek; Jolm M’Donald, Quartz Reef 
Point G. Redhead, A. M’Minn, and T. 
Tait, Kawavau Gorge. 

For tho post of president, Jlr A. Wo.ods 
and Mr M. Fraer were nominated ; and the 
show of hands resulted in the election of Mr 
Fraer. 

Mr Colclongh wss imauiniously chosen as 
hoii. secretary, and Mr Jolly as lion, trea- 
surer. 

'VYitli the customary compliment to the 
Chairman, the proceedings terminated. 



A geneiM meeting was held in tho Ban- 
nockburn Sdioolhoiise on Wednesday even- 
ing, tlie lOtli inst. Mr James Crombie, the 
President, occupied the ch.iir. 

The Chairman explained that the meeting 
had been called principally for the purpose of 
considering the advi.sability of the manage- 
ment of tlie Gold-fields being transferred 
from tliD Provincial to the General Govern- 
ment. 

It was moved by Mr Bruce, and seconded 
by Mr Humphries, “That this Association is 
of opinion that the management of the Gold- 
fields of Otago is much better .administered 
as at present by the Provincial than it would 
he by the General Government.” This was 
can’ied by a large majority. 

Mr D. Stewart moved, and Mr Koch se- 
conded, “ That this Association is of opinion 
that the mining intcre.st of the Colony is of 
sufficient importance to be represented by a 
member in tlie Colonial Government as 
Minister of Mines.” Cari-iccl. 

Mr Humphries nioved, and it was seconded 
by Mr Stewart, “ That this Association is of 
opinion that .all rules and regulations for the 
Gold-fields of Otago would he better made by 
a body of hnna ph minera, elected for that 
purpose, t.o he called (say) the Otago Mining 
Board, such Board to luvve the poiver to elect

A disous.sion took place as to whether or 
not it would be advisable, to le.avo out the , 
wonls “of hrmre/ddiiiineri?” ; and ultimately! 
an amendment to the effect that they he left ' 
nut, proposed by Mr Mooro .and seconded by I 
Mr Fenwick, was carried. '

Our new School Committee have decided 
to have a concert in aid of the school fund.s, 
to take place early in April. There is no 
doubt this is an excellent way of raising 
funds, as was proved last season, wlien a very 
respectable sum was rai.sed by the same 
means. But there is one thing in connection 
with these concerts tliat, in common with 
numerous others, ] strongly object to, and 
that is, the erection of a booth for tlie sale of 
■spirits, &c. Any person who was present at 
tiie last two Ooucevts, and witnessed the dis- 
graceful scenes which took place there, wilt 
concur with me in saying tli.at it ouglit to be 
done away with, However, the Committee 
apparently think difl'erently, for at tlieir last 
meeting they decided to call for tenders for 
the right. to it. 

The supply of water is diminishing very 
fast again, hut there is no chance of it ever 
getting so low as it lias been tlirongli the past 
summer. However, another rain such as the 
last Would be very acceptable. 

I notice the Corpoiution of your town have 
been applying for a site for a Hospital, and 
there is not the slightest doubt tliat it is time 
steps were taken towards tlie establishment 
of all institution of tliat description in Crom- 
well. I have heard the matter discussed 
pretty freely these last few weeks, and while 
all are agreed tli.at it is higlily desirable, a 
I gi-eat m.iny think that it would not he pos- 
sible to raise the money. But 1 difi'er with 
these, and think that, if a Committee wore 
elected, and tlie thing gone into freely, a 
sntficient sum would be raised in six months 
to warrant an ap]iIication to the Government 
for a grant towards erecting a building. I 
do not sec that a very extensive building or 
•an expensive .attendance would be required 
at first. I hope soon to hear that some of 
your leading men liave taken tlie matter in 
hand. Doubtless any attempt in the direc- 
tion would be strongly supported in such dis- 
tricts as this one, the Carrick Range, Ben- 
digo, etc.
